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FIGHTING WITH FOOD

\Vr nutde the Frerch jieoplo cut 
their bread ration one-third a few days 
before the preal (Jeriiian offensive tie- 
pan. That l.s what you and I did. 
And Just stop for a minute and think 
what that means. We did that at a 
time when Oerinany was saying to 
FVance and Kngland, "You had better 
compromise this thing. The Ameri¬ 
cans won’t help you. They are a Na¬ 
tion of money grubbers; they won't 
wake up in lime. They promised you 
ail ships. They promised you millions 
of men. They promised you ships. 
You had better compromise this mat¬ 
ter and leave the Americans to us.” 

But France and Kngland said, "No, 
no! The Nation that has sent the 
type of men that America has sent to 
France will never go back on them 
or go back on the soldiers and people 
fighting with those men.” 

That is the iplrlt we have put Into 
this war. That Is the spirit in these | 
noble men who have gone to Franco, i 
the men of the .Army and the Navy, j 
Faith in those man has given the peo¬ 
ple over there faith in us, so that they 
are willing to go on. 

RumIs's Downfall. 

Let us turn for a minute and see 
why Hu.ssia went out of this war. 
Russia Is a great country, larger than 
ours. Russia fought three years under 
bitter conditions. Russia, It is said, 
lost 5,00U,000 deail and had intllions 
wounded. Russia lost In one caiupaign 
as many In dead and wounded as we 
have sent to Franco due U> the treach¬ 
ery of the Russian minister of war, 
but a Prussian agent. He sent those 
boys Into traps to die, hundreds of 
tliousands of them. Russia stood that. 
She had great reverses and great suc¬ 
cesses. She lost 1,500,000 prisoners. 
She fought on. And then last Maruli 
she began to totter and then gradually 
to go down. First down came the 
Crar. Why? Beoauso Russia began 
to starve. That is why. 

The patient people stood in the 
streets of I’etrograd in lines. The 
lines ended at the bakeshops. They 
stood all day long, and there was no 
breud at the end of the line. And then 
they gathered In the streets. They 
went rigid tlirough the hotels clear to 
tlie roof, tore down the iiollce, who had 
mactiine guns trained on the streets. 
They went over their dead comrades 
to do It. Men are all alike. Hungry 
men fight only for foixi. Revolutions 
are born In bread lines. Thus they 
brought down the C/.ar. Along came 
the first Repuldic, and they brought 
tliut down too. The army was not 
fed. They were easily the subjects of 
(ieriiian propaganda. 

Russia tottered out of the figlit and 
left us to finish the job. Today there 
Is famine in Russia. There arc i.aibs 
In the streets of I’elrogrud. The peo- 


tde a'-e scattering In the country. 
They hope to be fed. They are look 
Ing to Germany to arrange some kind 
of older, bu they can get food. 

The Fate of Finland. 

I..ook at Fiiih nd In November a 
representative of Finland came to us 
and said, "Are you going to let us 
have the wheat we bought from you? 
We have got to have It. There are 
3,600,000 of us in Finland; our cereal 
crops are a failure. Our people are 
living on 150 grams of bread a day and 
mixing It with bark of trees and hay. 
We bougtit the wheat we needed in 
Russia, hut the mobs look It off the 
trains In Petrograd and only a few 
loads got through. We bought wheat 
again In the United States, and bought 
It a third time In Ganada to be safe. 

"Now you stop the wheat we liave 
bought over here and you stop the 
wheal we bought in Canada. Are you 
going to see the Finnish people go to 
death and destruction?” 

And we had to say to them, "We do 
not even know whether tlie Amerlean 
people will save enough for tlie figlit 
ing trooiis and the iiiillioiiH liuck of 
those who are fighting with us. How 
can We help you? Perhaps we can 
give you oats." 

Today Germuiiy is organizing Fin 
land.
